long period of time,” Miss Swarth- 
out observes, “it is particularly 
important that they have enduring, 
good lines and are well made.” 

Chic commandment number 
three is one Miss Swarthout has 
followed with notable success for 
many years, “When you come 
upon a style that is particularly 
flattering,” she recommends, ‘“‘it is 
a good idea to have a number of 
things made up along the same 
lines — variations on a_ single| 
theme, carried out in terms of dif- 
ferent fabrics and color combina- 
tions.” 

Next in importance among the 
song star’s wardrobe warnings is 
the advice to buy a few good 
things—well made and of dur- 
able materials—in preference to a 
wide variety of cheaper clothes. 
“You will feel better dressed in 
something old, but well made, than 
in something brand new which is 
inferior in design and of cheaper | 
fabric.”’ 

The fifth clothes commandment 
advanced by Miss Swarthout is to 
“avoid vogues.” ‘“‘Do not let your- 
self be influenced overmuch,” she 
says, “by momentary fads and 
passing trends which are set forth 
by advertising copywriters. I have 
found, from my personal experi- 
ence, that there is really no such 
thing as changing style. Clothes 
that are basically good one year, 
will be just as good for years to 
come, ,whereas those that feature 
some extreme, new gadget or few

“Choose clothes because you J]ook | 
and feel well in them, and not 
because you expect them to create 
an impression on others,” is the

song star’s sixth step to sartorial 
success. “In my own case, appear- 
ing before the public as often as I 
do, there is often the temptation 
to select a certain costume because 
it might ‘wow’ the folks out front. 
Yet I have invariably found that 
the clothes that please my audi- 
ences most are the ones chosen with 
no thought of this, but merely be- 
cause I like them and find them 
comfortable and becoming.” 


Comfort is in fact the keynote of 
Miss Swarthout’s seventh com- 
mandment. “Choose your clothes,” 
she advises, “in terms of the ac- 
tivities for which you will use 
them, and make sure that they do 
not restrict your freedom of action 
or make you self-conscious in any 
way.” 

For those who aspire to the “‘best- 
dressed” category, as well as those 
faced with the more practical 
problem of extending the life of a 
limited wardrobe without lapsing 
into monotony, the singer’s eighth 
commandment seems _ particularly 
pertinent. “Avoid the expected,” 
Miss Swarthout says, suggesting 
the use of a little ingenuity, per- 
haps even audacity, in planning 
color combinations and in fitting 
accessories to sults and dresses. In 
a similar vein, her ninth com- 
mandment pleads for the exercise 
of extra-imagination. “You would 
be surprised,” she reminds us, “how 
far a little imagination will go in 
transforming last year’s winter suit 
into something fine and fresh for a 
new spring, or in making your 
workday dress appear exquisite 
and exciting for cocktails or in- 
formal dinner.” 

The tenth and final fashion com- 
mandment listed by Miss Swarth- 
out has nothing to do with clothes 
at all; but, if you do not follow it, 
she feels, you will fail to look your. 
best in even the chicest coutourier 
creations. ‘No matter how care- 
fully you choose your clothes, or 
how much money you spend on 
them,” Miss Swarthout emphasizes, 
“your general good grooming is the 
most important single appearance 
factor. By this I mean clean, neat- 
ly coiffed hair; clean, well-mani- 
cured nails; clear eyes; good skin, 
and the rest.”

RESULT: 


With wire scarce and wartime calls increasing, 
telephone engineers made existing pairs of long 
distance wires carry nearly four times as many 
calls as before. This was done through installa- 
tion of additional carrier equipment, requiring 
closer spacing of the wires on the line and trans- 
positions at shorter intervals. 


Three pairs on the Southern Transcontinental 
Route were rearranged, and in a 430-mile section 
this had to be done while keeping the urgently 
needed wires in service all the time. To do this, 
new tools and new methods had to be devised 
in the laboratories and on the job.
